titled to l;now the grouiuN upon which 
claims for exemption or discharge are 
being asked by tho registered men. 


"Local boards should therefore be 


instructed immediately to make avail- 
able to the press from day to day the 
names of persons claiming exemption 
or discharges, the grounds on which 
such claims arc based, and in general, 
the number of cases that are being 
disposed of by tiie boards from day 
to day. This instruction does not 'ap- 
ply of course, to discharges on the 
ground of physical disiiuai'fication."
